Introduction 


With  the  start  of  the  Fiscal  Year  1974,  the  National  Cancer  Institute 
began  its  third  year  of  operation  under  the  provisions  of  Public  Law  92-218, 
The  National  Cancer  Act  of  1971. 

During  the  year  the  following  organizational  changes  were  put  into  effect: 

The  title  of  the  Division  of  Cancer  Grants  was  changed  to  the  Division 
of  Cancer  Research  Resources  and  Centers.  This  change  was  made  in  order  to 
reflect  the  programmatic  aspects  of  the  Division  and  to  highlight  the  Centers 
activities. 

The  Office  of  the  Associate  Director  for  Public  Affairs  was  abolished.  A 
new  office  of  the  Associate  Director  for  Cancer  Communications  was  established. 
This  action  was  taken  in  response  to  efforts  by  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare  to  improve  efficiency  of  the  Department's  activities 
in  issuing  news  releases  and  other  media  related  public  information  activities. 
The  new  Office  of  Cancer  Communications  is  responsible  for  interpreting  and 
disseminating  program  information  among  participants  in  the  National  Cancer 
Program,  for  preparing  reports  and  responding  to  public  inquiries  concerning 
the  program,  for  supporting  the  Cancer  Control  Program  in  developing  cancer 
education  programs,  and  serves  as  a  focal  point  for  legislation  and  other 
Congressional  developments  affecting  the  National  Cancer  Program. 

The  Program  Analysis  Branch,  DR&D,  DCT,  was  abolished.  The  functions 
of  this  branch  were  distributed  among  other  branches  of  Drug  Research  and 
Development  in  order  to  provide  closer  ties  between  the  science  information 
activities  of  that  branch  and  the  research  programs  which  these  information 
activities  were  supporting.

Program  Activities  Report 

Fiscal  Year  1973-74 

Editorial  Office  of  the  National  Cancer  Institute 


The  Board  of  Editors  reviewed  1,707  items  for  publication  in  various 
journals.   Those  not  destined  for  the  Journal  of  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  constituted  705  manuscripts  and  268  abstracts  and  book  reviews. 

Of  734  manuscripts  submitted  for  publication  in  the  Journal  of  the 
National  Cancer  Institute,  96  were  by  NCI  authors:  71  accepted;  4  rejected; 
and  21  pending.   Authors  from  other  research  institutions  submitted  638: 
346  accepted;  107  rejected;  185  pending  or  withdrawn  by  author.   Of  these, 
212  were  received  from  other  countries:  Africa,  Argentina,  Australia, 
Belgium,  Canada,  China,  Czechoslovakia,  Denmark,  Egypt,  England,  Finland, 
France,  Germany,  Hungary,  India,  Israel,  Italy,  Japan,  Jerusalem, 
Netherlands,  New  Zealand,  Norway,  Poland,  Romania,  Russia,  Scotland, 
Sweden,  Switzerland,  Thailand,  Venezuela,  and  Wales. 

Volumes  50  and  51  of  the  JNCI  totaled  3,774  double-column  pages. 
The  format  was  changed  so  that  more  material  could  be  printed  on  a  page. 

Two  NCI  Monographs  totaling  367  pages  were  published:  #39  Conference 
on  the  Use  of  BCG  in  Therapy  of  Cancer  (276  pp)  and  #40  The  National  Cancer 
Program  and  International  Cancer  Research  (91  pp) .

OFFICE  OF  THE  ASSOCIATE  DIRECTOR 

The  Office  of  International  Affairs,  headed  by  Associate  Director, 
Dr.  Gregory  T.  0' Conor,  M.D.,  was  established  in  the  Office  of  the  Director, 
National  Cancer  Program  National  Cancer  Institute,  to  coordinate  international 
cancer  research  activities  and  to  provide  leadership  and  liaison  for  the 
development  of  international  activities. 

The  overall  objectives  of  the  program  are  as  follows: 

-  To  enhance  the  Institute's  ability  to  perform  its 
functions  and  carry  out  its  responsibilities  to  the 
people  of  the  United  States  according  to  the  mandates 
of  the  National  Cancer  Act. 

-  To  provide  leadership  and  assistance  to  the  Director 
and  other  components  of  the  National  Cancer  Program 
in  the  development,  planning,  coordination,  imple- 
mentation and  effective  management  of  international 
programs  and  activities  to  combat  cancer. 

Within  the  broad  framework  of  these  objectives,  the  international 
activities  for  the  National  Cancer  Program  are  planned  and  implemented 
within  the  following  specific  guidelines: 

-  To  concentrate  effort  on  international  activities  which 
will  directly  contribute  to  the  goals  of  the  National  Cancer 
Program. 

-  To  maintain  liaison  with  international  cancer  research  organizations. 

-  To  establish  cooperative  activities  by  coordinating  and 
in5)lementing  bilateral  and  multilateral  agreements  with 
other  nations,  specifically  in  those  areas  related  to 
cancer  research. 

-  To  develop  and  implement  the  operation  of  the  International 
Cancer  Research  Data  Bank  (ICRDB)  Program  (see  following 
description)  by  identifying  requirements,  approving  systems 
design  and  serving  as  the  focal  point  for  information  exchange. 


-  To  represent  the  Director,  National  Cancer  Program,  NCI, 
and  coordinate  activities  with  other  governmental  units 
and  agencies  with  respect  to  international  affairs. 

PROGRAM  PROJECTIONS 

A  5-year  projection  of  the  OIA  will  include  extended  development, 
coordination  and  inplementation  of  the  present  and  future  activities 
involving  international  aspects  of  the  National  Cancer  Program. 

The  staffing  of  the  OIA  initially  has  been  small  in  keeping  with  its 
functional,  evolutionary  orientation.  This  has  permitted  maximum  flexibility 
and  emphasized  growth  in  those  areas  where  new  functions  and  responsibilities 
are  actually  evolving. 

During  FY  1974  there  were  five  staff  members  assigned  to  the  OIA,  with 
two  additional  positions  to  be  filled.  For  the  next  5  years,  it  is  anticipated 
that  a  complement  of  15  to  20  members  (not  including  those  for  the  ICRDB)  will 
be  required  to  administer  the  various  responsibilities  and  duties  which  will 
be  generated  by  the  expansion  of  the  bilateral  and  multilateral  agreements 
and  by  other  activities. 

With  the  increase  in  funding  of  NCI  grants  and  contracts  in  foreign 
countries,  the  workload  for  coordination  with  other  NIH  and  ISIEW  ccnrponents 
will  increase.  With  full  development  of  the  ICRDB,  there  will  be  additional 
need  for  professional  and  supporting  staff. 

With  the  development  of  other  special  programs  of  OIA,  such  as  the 
International  fellowships  and  exchange  programs  during  the  next  five  years, 
there  will  be  need  for  an  increasing  annual  budget  for  staffing,  and  program 
administration  and  management. 

MAJOR  PROGRAMS 

The  Associate  Director,  OIA,  has  three  major  areas  of  responsibility: 
International  Relations,  International  Program  Coordination,  and  Special 
International  Programs. 

-  International  Relations 

-  To  coordinate  efforts  and  maintain  liaison  with 
recognized  international  cancer  research  organizations 
and  represent  the  NCI  at  meetings  and  conferences  of 
these  international  bodies. 

-  To  develop  and  conduct  bilateral  agreements  pertaining 
to  cancer  research  as  follows: 


1)  Under  the  US-USSR  Agreement  of  May  1972,  protocols 
have  been  established  for  cooperative  stiidies,  joint 
investigations  have  been  initiated,  and  numerous  scientists 
of  both  countries  have  exchanged  information  and  ideas 
vdth  their  colleagues.  The  cooperative  program  includes 
research  in  cancer  chemotherapy,  virology,  immunology, 
genetics  of  tumor  cells  and  the  epidemiology  of  cancer. 

2)  In  September  1973,  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  in 
Cancer  Research  between  the  Japan  Society  for  the 
Promotion  of  Science  (JSPS)  and  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  was  signed.  The  memorandum  is  intended  as 

a  preliminary  step  toward  a  formal  agreement  for  future 
collaborative  cancer  research  and  the  exchange  of 
information  and  scientists  between  the  two  countries. 
Areas  to  be  covered  are  immunology,  cancer  chemotherapy, 
virology,  carcinogenesis,  and  specific  organ  cancer 
sites. 

3)  Agreements  have  also  been  initiated  with  Poland  and 
Argentina,  and  other  agreements  are  in  process. 

To  coordinate  policy  and  act  as  a  focal  point  for  contact 
between  NCI,  the  John  E.  Fogarty  International  Center, 
and  other  NIH  con^jonents  on  matters  concerning  policy  and 
information  on  foreign  research  grants  and  contracts,  foreign 
visitors  and  scientists,  and  coordination  of  international 
conferences . 

To  coordinate  activities  and  maintain  liaison  with  other 
Federal  agencies,  i.e..  Office  of  International  Health 
and  other  components  of  UIEW;  National  Science  Foimdation, 
and  the  Department  of  State  on  international  activities. 

To  maintain  contact  with  foreign  institutions  and  agencies 
on  matters  of  mutual  interests  related  to  the  cancer  fields. 


International  Program  Coordination 

-  To  monitor  NCI  grants  and  contracts  awarded  to  foreign 
institutions  by  the  various  Divisions  and  Offices  of  NCI 

-  To  coordinate  all  international  programs  that  fall  under 
bilateral  or  multilateral  agreements  related  to  the  cancer 
fields . 

-  To  assist  NCI  operating  divisions  and  provide  administrative 
support  for  development  and  implementation  of  international 
programs . 


To  monitor  the  NCI  Visiting  Scientists  Program  v^ich 
provides  suqjport  for  foreign  scientists  to  study  and 
collaborate  with  NCI  intramural  scientists. 


Special  International  Programs 

-  To  develop,  maintain,  and  coordinate  the  ICRDB  Program. 

-  To  develop  and  administer  special  programs  for  fellowships, 
training  and  specialist  exchange  programs  in  order  to  provide 
opportunities  for  both  American  and  foreign  scientists  to 
contribute  to  ongoing  NCI  programs. 


THE  INTERNATIONAL  CANCER  RESEARCH  DATA  BANK  (ICRDB)  PROGRAM  OF  THE  OIA 

Responsibility  for  the  ICRDB  Program  was  transferred  from  the  Office 
of  Program  Planning  and  Analysis  (OADPPA)  to  the  Office  of  International 
Affairs  (OLA)  in  November  1973.  Two  members  of  QADPPA  staff  were  detailed 
to  OIA  to  proAn.de  continuity  in  the  planning  and  development  of  the  ICRDB 
Program. 

Under  the  guidance  of  OIA,  a  contractor  (Informatics,  Inc.)  continued 
and  completed  a  number  of  projects  specified  when  the  contract  was  awarded 
by  QADPPA.  These  projects  fall  into  several  general  groups: 

a)  Surveyed  the  information  needs  of  cancer  researchers  and 
the  way  they  use   information  products  and  services  already 
available ; 

b)  Surveyed  existing  cancer  information  resources  and  prepared 
a  document  listing  their  characteristics; 

c)  Used  information  from  the  above  studies  and  other  sources 

to  begin  a  preliminary  design  description  of  the  ICRDB  System; 

d)  Gathered  data  and  published  a  series  of  directories  and  listings 
describing  cancer  research  projects  and  organizations; 

e)  Supported  activities  of  the  International  Registry  of  Tumor 
Immunotherapy . 

While  these  basic  activities  were  underway,  the  OIA  developed  specific 
plans  for  development  of  the  ICRDB  Program  and  the  products  and  services  it 
will  provide.  These  plans  call  for  four  Segments  of  the  ICRDB  Program: 
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A.  ANALYSIS  AND  DISSEMINATION  CENTERS  SEGMENT: 

The  ICRDB  Program  will  establish  and  support  four  Centers  for  worldwide 
collection,  analysis,  and  dissemination  o£  cancer  information.  Each  Center 
will  cover  a  major  aspect  of  cancer  information  (Diagnosis  and  Therapy; 
Carcinogenesis  and  Epidemiology;  Viral  Oncology;  and  Tumor  immunology, 
Biochemistry  and  other  Cancer  Biology) .  These  Centers  will  collect  and 
disseminate  information  soon  after  the  results  are  presented  at  scientific 
meetings  or  after  the  results  are  published. 

A  fifth  Center  will  be  established  to  collect,  analyze  and  disseminate 
information  on  on-going  cancer  research  projects  around  the  world.  It  will 
attenpt  to  gather  and  process  this  information  soon  after  each  project  is 
planned  or  initiated. 

These  five  Centers  will  be  responsible  for  the  quality  of  information 
entered  onto  conputer  data  bases  at  the  National  Library  of  Medicine.  The 
data  bases  will  then  be  used  by  the  Centers  and  others  around  the  world  to: 

--  Permit  researchers  and  librarians  to  retrieve  information 

directly  from  the  NiM  data  bank  via  on-line  conputer  terminals; 

--  Produce  periodic  listings  of  on-going  research  projects 
and  summaries  of  research  results  in  specific,  targeted 
fields  to  researchers,  thereby  constantly  keeping  them 
abreast  of  progress  reJated  to  their  area  of  research; 

--  Publish  and  vipdate  specialized  technical  bulletins 
containing  the  results  of  research  on  each  significant 
cancer  topic. 

Data  bases  created  at  the  National  Library  of  Medicine  will  be  transferred 
to  magnetic  tapes  and  distributed  to  cancer  centers  and  other  organizations 
around  the  world. 


B.  SCIENTIST-TO-SCIENTIST  CO^MJNI CATION  SEGMENT: 

This  segment  will  be  responsible  for  awards  to  individual  scientists  so 
that  they  can  work  for  brief  periods  of  time  in  laboratories  in  another 
country  where  they  will  learn  new  techniques  or  perform  collaborative 
experiments.  Another  type  of  award  sponsored  by  this  segment  will  sipport 
basic  costs  of  workshops  and  study  groups  dealing  with  the  latest  advances 
in  cancer  research  in  narrow  specialty  areas.  These  awards  will  all  be  based 
on  peer  review  mechanisms  supervised  by  this  segment. 
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C.  aiNICAL  DATA  METHODS  SEGMENT: 

This  segment  vdll  support  the  development  o£  methods  for  inproving  the 
collection,  processing,  analysis,  and  utilization  of  cancer  patient  data. 
The  resulting  methods  should  make  it  possible  to  more  effectively  use  existing 
clinical  data  to  evaluate  and  optimize  procedures  for  cancer  detection, 
diagnosis,  and  treatment. 

D.  INFORMATION  PROJECT  SUPPORT  SEGMENT: 

This  segment  will  award  funds  for  meritorious  information  projects  \\rith 
high  cancer  relevance  v^ich  do  not  qualify  for  support  under  other  segments 
of  the  ICRDB  Program.  This  will  incliide  support  for  on-going  and  new  projects 
engaged  in  gathering  and  processing  specific  types  of  data  for  specific  groiqjs 
of  users;  projects  designed  to  test  and  evaluate  information  products  and 
services  supported  by  the  ICRDB  Program;  projects  and  centers  which  deliver 
reprints  of  journal  articles  to  researchers  who  are  unable  to  get  them  from 
other  sources;  projects  designed  to  improve  methods  of  indexing  and  retrieving 
cancer  information;  and  other  projects  as  they  are  identified  and  justified.

-  Prepared  a  Directory  of  Cancer  Research  and  Control  Projects 
and  Organizations  listing  the  titles  of  many  of  the  cancer 
research  and  control  projects  throughout  the  world  (arranged 
geographically  by  organization  sponsoring  the  research) . 

-  Reformatted  data  in  the  aforementioned  Directory  to  produce  a 
Listing  of  Cancer  Research  and  Control  Organizations. 

-  Produced  a  dociiment  with  detailed  information  about  several 
major  cancer  organizations. 

-  Prepared  a  Directory  of  Cancer  Related  Information  Resources 
covering  475  cancer  infonnation  resources  worldwide. 

-  Supported  the  International  Tumor  Immunotherapy  Registry. 
This  included  producing  a  first  edition  of  a  compendium 
listing  protocol  information  supplied  by  participating 
immunotherapists.  A  revision  of  this  conpendium  is  in  progress. 

-  Conducted  an  NCI  and  External  Users  Study  encompassing  an 
analysis  of  the  scientific  information  needs  and  patterns  of 
information  use  within  the  cancer  research  and  control 
community. 
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-  Reformatted  and  converted  about  16,000  abstracts  previously 
published  in  Cancer  Qiemo therapy  Abstracts  from  MT/ST  format 
to  computer  tapes  that  will  be  used  to  create  computer 
searchable  data  bases  at  the  National  Library  of  Medicine. 

-  Conducted  an  in-depth  survey  of  the  users  of  Cancer 
Chemotherapy  Abstracts  and  Cancer  Chemotherapy  Reports. 

-  Used  data  from  the  previous  projects  to  prepare  a  preliminary 
Design  Description  of  the  ICRDB  System. 

Significance  to  the  National  Cancer  Program: 


This  contract  provided  certain  basic  types  of  information   i 
required  for  systematic  development  of  plans  for  the  International 
Cancer  Research  Data  Bank  (ICRDB)  Program.  It  also  supported 
specific  cancer-related  information  projects  and  produced  a 
series  of  documents  containing  information  useful  to  cancer 
researchers  and  administrators. 

Proposed  Course:  There  are  no  plans  to  continue  this  contract  beyond  the 
termination  date  of  June  30,  1974.

General 

Fiscal  Year  1974  produced  a  continued  growth  in  research 
contracting  at  NCI.   The  total  amount  of  Research  Contracts  in 
FY  1974  reached  $213  million  (estimated),  compared  with  $144 
million  in  FY  1973,  for  an  increase  of  32.5%.   This  represented  a 
continuation  of  a  long-term  trend,  with  the  amount  of  such  con- 
tracts rising  from  earlier  levels  of  $78  million  in  FY  1971  and 
$126  million  in  1972.   In  the  period  1971  through  1974  there  has 
been  a  2.7-fold  increase  in  research  contracts  value  at  NCI.   The 
numbers  of  such  contracts  rose  from  445  in  FY  1971  to  1,045  in 
FY  1974.   These  data  are  drawn  from- the  accompanying  table  entitled 
"Research  Contracts  Awarded,  NCI  by  Dollars  and  Numbers." 

These  rapid  increases  were  related  to  the  overall  expansion 
of  NCI's  budget  but  also  must  be  regarded  as  a  recognition  of  the 
practical  uses  to  which  the  contracts  can  be  put  in  the  attainment 
of  the  goals  of  a  biomedical  research  program. 

A  very  substantial  part  of  NIH  and  the  Department's  overall 
contracts  program  consists  of  NCI  research  contracts.   While 
exact  departmental  data  are  not  readily  available,  it  is  believed 
that  the  Department  of  HEW  awards  contracts  at  a  current  annual 
rate  of  approximately  $700  million.   NCI,  therefore,  accounts  for 
approximately  29%  of  the  dollar  value  of  the  Department's  con- 
tracts workload. 

NCI's  research  contracts  constitute  the  preponderance  of 
NIH's  research  contracts  workload.   Thus,  57%  of  the  NIH  research 
contracts  value  of  $252  million  in  FY  1973  consisted  of  NCI  con- 
tracts.  Stated  another  way  the  total  dollar  volume  of  NCI  research 
contracts  easily  exceeds  the  total  of  all  research  contracts  of 
all  other  Institutes  and  Divisions  of  NIH  combined. 

The  growth  of  NCI's  contracting  program  compels  attention  to 
the  need  for  early  implementation  of  the  provisions  of  PL  92-218 
respecting  contracting  authority  (Sec.  410(7)).   These  provisions, 
if  implemented  would  assure  independent  contracting  authority  to 
NCI.   They  would  enable  NCI  to  issue  its  own  delegations  of  con- 
tracting authority  not  dependent  upon  redelegation  from  NIH, 
establish  its  own  pre-award  contract  reviews.  Independent  of  such 
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review  by  NIH,  eliminate  current  requirements  for  NIH  approvals 
of  justifications  of  non-competitive  procurements,  and  allow  NC 
to  implement  directly  and  supplement  the  Department's  Procureme 
Regulations.  While  Sec.  410(7)  remains  an  integral  part  of  the 
National  Cancer  Act  of  1971,  and  while  comparable  provisions  of 
the  statute  have  already  been  implemented,  i.e.,  that  providing 
for  independent  budgetary  submissions  by  NCI,  its  statutory  con 
tracting  authority  has  yet  to  be  implemented.

Distribution  of  Workload 


An  analysis  of  the  detailed  contracts  workload  data  for  NCI 
shows  that  the  volume  of  work  was  substantial  and  growing  in  all 
Divisions  in  FY  1974.   For  detailed  workload  data  see  the  accom- 
panying table  entitled  "Research  Contracts  Awarded,  NCI  by 
Dollars  and  Numbers." 

Research  Services  Contracts  and  Prime  Contracts 

Plans  laid  previously  to  expand  the  use  of  the  technique  of 
"Prime  Contracting",  in  the  interest  of  streamlining  and  effecting 
greater  efficiencies  in  certain  aspects  of  the  Research  Contracts 
Program  came  to  fruition  in  FY  1974.   "Prime  Contracts",  as  the    | 
term  is  used  at  NCI,  consists  in  larger  systems  management  tvpe 
of  prime  contracts,  combining  into  one  prime  contract  lesser 
contracts  formerly  covering  certain  related  research  services 
effort. 

Towards  the  end  of  FY  1974,  two  notable  contracts  were 
awarded  under  the  "prime  contracting"  program  of  NCI.   These  were 
in  (1)  the  Toxicology  Program  to  Battelle,  Columbus  Labs,  and  (2) 
Carcinogenesis  Program,  to  Tracor-JITCO  Inc.   These  are  described 
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below : 

"Tracor-JITCO,  Inc. 

The  National  Cancer  Institute  awarded  a  15-month  $6.6  million 
contract  to  Tracor-JITCO,  Inc.  to  manage  the  NCI  testing  program 
to  identify  cancer-causing  chemicals  and  physical  agents  in  the 
environment.   This  is  the  second  largest  contract  ever  awarded  by 
the  Institute.   The  contract  is  of  the  "award-fee"  type,  which  is 
a  form  of  incentive  contract. 

Battelle  Columbus  Labs 

A  2-year  contract  for  evaluating  the  safety  and  side-effects 
of  potentially  new  anti-cancer  drugs  was  awarded  by  the  National 
Cancer  Institute  to  Battelle  Memorial  Institute's  Columbus  Labor- 
atories in  Ohio.   The  laboratories  will  be  responsible  for  day- 
to-day  management  of  the  NCI  toxicology  program.   Battelle 
Columbus  scientists  will  work  closely  with  NCI's  Laboratory  of 
Toxicology,  which  will  monitor  the  contractor's  performance  and 
continue  to  be  responsible  for  critical  decisions.   The  program 
will  be  managed  by  Battelle  Columbus  from  its  toxicology  program 
office  in  McLean,  Virginia." 

Under  the  terms  of  the  contract,  which  is  for  $3,794,147, 
the  Ohio  Laboratories  will  establish  a  network  of  subcontracting 
laboratories,  the  number  depending  on  the  availability  of  new 
drugs  that  are  ready  for  toxicology  testing. 

Frederick  Cancer  Research  Center 

The  contract  with  Litton  Bionetics  to  operate  the  Frederick 
Cancer  Research  Center  at  Ft.  Detrick,  initially  awarded  in  June 
1972  is  one  of  the  largest  ever  awarded  by  DREW.  It  is  growing, 
as  indicated  in  the  following  table:

FY  1974       $14,484,000         $2,800,000       $17,284,000 

In  FY  1975,  total  expenditures  are  expected  to  exceed  $20,000,000. 
The  major  policy  development  on  this  matter  in  the  past  year  was 
the  recommendation  of  a  committee  of  the  National  Cancer  Advisory 
Board  that  there  be  appointed  a  Director  of  Research  for  the  Faci- 
lity to  give  greater  attention  to  the  basic  research  potential 
of  the  Center.   A  Search  Committee  is  engaged  in  an  effort  to 
recruit  and  recommend  for  appointment  to  the  Executive  Committee 
such  a  Research  Director.   When  appointed,  he  will  direct  a 
research  program  which  will  approximate  $2,000,000,  based  upon 
the  assumption  that  20%  of  the  budget  of  the  FCRC  will  be  devoted 
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to  this  purpose.  (< 

The  RGB  staff  at  the  FCRC  consists  of  an  Administrative 
Contracting  Officer,  a  Contract  Specialist,  and  two  Secretarial- 
typist  positions.   The  staff  is  concerned  with  p"?--'  ^ing  expert 
advice  to  the  other  NCI  representatives  on  contractual  matters. 
Its  principal  activity  consists  in  making  "Contracting  Officer 
Authorizations"  as  appropriate.   There  is  a  volume  of  700  "CAO's", 
issued  per  year  covering  such  matters  as  approval  of  contractor   *' 
requests  for  Capital  Equipment  Acquisition,  subcontracts,  over- 
time work,  etc..   It  also  reviews  the  purchasing  system  of  the 
contractor,  and  administers  certain  aspects  of  the  award-fee 
reporting  system. 

EEO 

During  the  past  year  RCB  established  a  position  to  coordinate 
contract  compliance  efforts  of  the  NCI,  its  contractors  and  the 
Office  of  Civil  Rights,  DHEW.   It  also  designed  and  put  into 
effect  for  the  use  by  its  Contract  Specialists,  a  Summary  Inform- 
ation Sheet  listing  factors  to  be  reviewed  in  ascertaining  the 
extent  of  possible  problem  areas  in  EEO  compliance  by  its  con- 
tractors.  Project  Officers  of  NCI  are  cooperating  in  this  program 
and  consequently,  with  the  Contract  Specialists,  are  gaining 
greater  familiarization  with  the  EEO  provisions  of  the  contract. 

Initial  reaction  to  the  new  program  of  RCB  has  been  very 
favorable  on  the  part  of  other  Federal  agencies  and  the  affected 
contractors.   The  Office  of  Civil  Rights,  DHEW,  in  particular, 
has  endorsed  this  Innovative  program  of  NCI. 

Contracts  Reports  Unit 

RCB  has  acted  as  a  coordinating  point  and  has  staffed  a  new 
NCI  program  in  financial  reporting  of  NCI  contracts.   A  computer- 
ized monthly  print-out  has  been  established  of  the  financial 
status  of  each  NCI  contract  by  program  area.   This  has  been  a 
project  which  has  been  initiated  by  NCI,  with  programming  and 
technical  assistance  from  two  contractors:  MITRE  and  TRW.   The 
resulting  product  is  a  management  reporting  system  on  contracts 
of  benefit  to  NCI  AO ' s  and  related  program  managers.   It  renders 
unnecessary  much  of  the  formerly  tedious  monthly  financial 
reporting  which  had  been  centered  in  the  separate  KCI  program 
offices  under  the  responsibility  of  the  AO's.   This  is  regarded 
as  a  definite  forward  step  in  facilitating  financial  management 
of  contracts  at  NCI.

OFFICE  OF  THE  ASSOCIATE  DIRECTOR 

The  traditional  functions  of  the  OADPPA  are  providing  leadership,  consultation 
and  direct  participation  in  program  analysis  and  planning  as  a  service  to  NCI 
program  units  and  to  major  non- Federal  organizations  participating  in  the 
cancer  effort  at  the  discretion  of  the  Director  of  the  National  Cancer  Program. 

The  office  also  has  the  major  responsibility  for  planning  and  analysis  functions 
associated  with  the  National  Cancer  Program.  These  responsibilities  include 
preparation  of  an  annual  plan  for  submission  to  the  President  for  the  National 
Cancer  Program  and  preparation  and  revision  of  the  National  Cancer  Program 
Strategic  and  Operational  Plans. 

The  office  is  also  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  the  NCI  portion  of  the 
NIH  Forward  Plan,  the  NIH  Annual  Evaluation  Plan,  and  other  Government 
planning  documents. 

The  OADPPA  responsibilities  for  development  of  an  International  Cancer  Research 
Data  Bank  have  been  transferred  to  the  newly  created  Office  of  International 
Affairs,  within  the  Office  of  the  Director.  As  a  result  of  this  transfer  of 
responsibility,  Mr.  Samuel  A.  Tancredi  and  Dr.  John  Schneider  have  assumed 
responsibilities  in  the  new  Office  of  International  Affairs. 

Responsibility  for  monitoring  of  plans  for  the  development  of  technical 
information  services  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  and  Colorado  regions  was 
transferred  to  the  Office  of  Cancer  Communications. 

Development  of  the  NCP  Management  Information  System  remains  the  general 
responsibility  of  the  OADPPA  with  the  Systems  Planning  Branch  providing 
direct  support. 

With  the  departure  of  Mr.  Holt,  Mr.  John  E.  McShulskis,  Chief,  Systems 
Planning  Branch  has  assumed  the  additional  responsibility  for  development 
and  implementation  of  the  NCP  Management  Information  System. 

Mr.  Joseph  Sberro,  formerly  with  the  Division  of  Cancer  Cause  and  Prevention 
joined  the  staff  to  assist  with  MIS  development. 

Dr.  Daniel  J.  Rubin  has  transferred  from  the  Program  Analysis  and  Formulation 
Branch  to  the  Systems  Planning  Branch.  He  will  be  responsible  for  revisions 
to  the  National  Cancer  Plan  and  major  cancer  planning  efforts  at  the  National 
level . 

Mr.  Richard  L.  Holt  who  was  Chief  of  the  Management  and  Scientific  Information 
Systems  Branch  resigned  from  the  Federal  Service  to  enter  private  business. 

The  major  accomplishments  and  activities  of  the  OADPPA  are  described  under 
the  two  Branches  of  the  Office.  Although  specific  assignments  are  given  to 
each  Branch,  all  work  is  accomplished  through  close  collaboration  between  the 
Branches.  21 


PROGRAM  ANALYSIS  AND  FORMULATION  BRANCH 

This  Branch  is  concerned  primarily  with  substantive  scientific  matters  in 
cancer  research  and  related  matters.  It  prepares  position  payers  outlining 
alternative  approaches,  guidelines  and  procedures  and  devises  models  for 
the  review,  analysis  and  implementation  of  Programs  of  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  and  National  Cancer  Plan.  Members  of  this  Branch,  including 
Drs.  Cantarow,  Klein,  Rubin  (to  March  25,  1974)  and  Waravdekar,  participate 
in  discussions  and  prepare  reports  and  other  documents  on  progress  toward 
major  objectives  and  on  identified  needs  of  the  Institute.  These  include 
analysis  of  current  national  programs,  preparation  of  recommendations  for 
initiation  of  major  program  modifications  and  the  development  of  outlines 
for  new  programs. 

The  members  of  this  Branch  provide  assistance  to  the  Director,  NCI,  the 
Division  Directors  and  Program  Directors  in  matters  relating  to  research 
planning,  as  described.  Some  examples  include:  the  development  of 
structures  and  guidelines  for  formulating  new  research  programs  and  for 
amending  existing  programs;  responding  to  queries  by  extramural  scientists 
concerning  matters  relating  to  the  National  Cancer  Program  that  are  referred 
to  this  Branch.  It  also  maintains  liaison  with  individuals  and  groups 
outside  the  NCI  on  matters  relevant  to  cancer  research. 

I.  National  Cancer  Plan 

During  the  past  year  the  PAFB  has  been  engaged  principally  in  activities 
concerned  with  the  National  Cancer  Plan.  These  include: 

A.  Participation  in  preparation  of  the  various  required  reports  on 
the  NCP  Plan. 

B.  Analysis  of  the  FY  73  contract -supported  and  grant -supported  projects 
of  the  National  Cancer  Institute  with  respect  to  the  distribution  of 
activities  among  the  various  areas  of  cancer  research,  the  extent 

of  coverage  of  the  National  Cancer  Plan  Project  Areas  and  the  assess- 
ments by  the  Airlie  House  Panels  as  to  ratings  of  priority,  feasibility 
and  potential  contribution  to  progress  toward  the  NCP  Objectives. 

C.  Dr.  Cantarow  was  appointed  to  the  Bladder- Prostate  Cancer  Advisory 
Committee. 

Presentations:  Dr.  Cantarow  presented  papers  on  Environmental  Chemical 
Carcinogenesis  at  meetings  of: 

1.  The  Meigs  Society  (Philadelphia) 

2.  The  New  England  Cancer  Society 

SYSTEMS  PLANNING  BRANCH 

This  Branch  is  responsible  for  the  development  and  application  of  systems 
planning  techniques  to  cancer  research  and  cancer  control  activities;  providing 
direct  support  for  overall  national  program  planning,  department  level  planning, 
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and  individual  operational  program  planning;  and  providing  general  planning 
consulting  services  to  the  various  program  areas  within  the  National  Cancer 
Institute,  institutions  and  groups  participating  in  the  national  program, 
and  other  institutes  and  groups  within  the  NIH  and  the  DHEW.  In  carrying 
out  these  responsibilities,  the  Branch  participates  as  members  o£  planning 
teams  organized  to  develop  individual  program  plans;  works  directly  with 
program  and  administrative  personnel  in  the  development  of  opeiauj.onal  plans; 
maintains  liaison  with  program  personnel;  provides  periodic  consultation  and 
direct  efforts,  as  requested  by  program  leaders  to  revise  and  update  both 
program  and  operations  plans ;  provides  education  and  training  to  program  staff 
in  the  use  of  systems  techniques;  works  closely  with  the  financial  management 
staff  during  the  budget  preparation  cycle  to  correlate  budget  preparation 
with  existing  plans. 

Specific  activities  engaged  in  by  the  Branch  during  the  past  year  are  provided 
in  the  paragraphs  that  follow: 

I.  National  Cancer  Program  Planning  Effort 

A.  Completed  the  National  Cancer  Program  Strategic  Plan.  The  plan 
was  submitted  to  the  President  for  transmittal  to  the  Congress 
in  September  1973. 

B.  Developed  the  National  Cancer  Program  Operational  Plan  which  describes 
National  Cancer  Program  context,  revisions,  distributions,  and 

operating  procedures. 

C.  Prepared  an  annual  five-year  National  Cancer  Plan  as  required  by 
law  for  the  five-year  period  FY  75  through  FY  80  for  submission 
to  the  President. 

D.  Initiated  effort  to  develop  a  capability  to  analyze  and  project 
resources  requirements  and  to  assist  in  planning  for  the  acquisition 
of  critical  resources  for  the  NCP.  This  capability  will  permit 
consideration  of  resources  at  a  gross  level  (i.e.,  overall  level 

of  manpower,  facilities,  supporting  resources,  and  associated  costs) 
or  detailed  level  (e.g.,  manpower  specialities)  depending  on  the  need. 
Studies  and  development  efforts  conducted  to  date  have  produced  a 
data  base  reflecting  resources  as  of  FY  72  and  two  projection  models; 
the  Mid- Range  Analysis  Model  which  provided  gross  level  projections 
for  the  NCP  Strategic  Plan,  and  the  Programmatic  Resources  Nfodel  1 
developed  to  provide  detailed  resources  projections  in  siipport  of 
the  initial  submission  of  the  NCP  Operational  Plan. 

E.  Conducted  a  series  of  planning  conferences  to  revise  and  update  the 
NCP  Program  content  as  reflected  in  the  strategic  plan  1973  revision. 
Participants  in  these  conferences  included  NCI  staff  and  representatives 
from  the  scientific  community,  including  representatives  of  the  original 
strategic  planning  advisors.  The  conferences  were  designed  to  review 
current  scientific  knowledge  and  assure  that  the  content  of  the  NCP 
reflects  most  recent  leads  and  opportunities  for  successful  research 

in  cancer. 
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F.  Prepared  comprehensive  briefings  on  the  NCP  effort  for  the 

Secretary,  DHEW,  the  President's  Cancer  Panel  and  the  National 
Cancer  Advisory  Board. 

II,  Support  of  Department  Level  Planning 

As  the  focal  point  for  Department  level  planning,  the  Branch  performed 
the  following  activities: 

A-  Prepared  and  monitored  the  NCI  FY  74  DHEW  Operational  Planning 
System  (OPS)  objectives. 

B.  Coordinated  the  NCI  IHEW  Forward  Planning  Effort. 

C.  Prepared  and  monitored  the  NCI  Objective  for  0MB  tracking. 

D.  Coordinated  the  NCI  Evaluation  Planning  effort  and  prepared 
the  NCI  Evaluation  Plan. 

III.  Research  and  Cancer  Control  Program  Planning 

As  the  focal  point  for  the  preparation  of  specific  research  and  control 
program  plans,  the  Branch  engaged  in  the  following  activities: 

A.  Provided  planning  support  to  the  Breast  Cancer  Program. 

B.  Provided  planning  support  to  the  Prostate  Cancer  Task  Force. 

C.  Provided  preliminary  planning  support  to  the  Head  and  Neck  Cancer 
Planning  Group. 

D.  Continued  to  provide  assistance  to  the  Diagnostic  Research 
Advisory  Group. 

E.  Coordinated  the  organization  and  conducted  a  planning  conference 
to  develop  a  comprehensive  cancer  control  program  plan. 

IV.  Systems  Planning  Consultation 

As  the  focal  point  for  development  and  application  of  systems  planning 
techniques,  the  Branch  engaged  in  the  following  activities: 

A.  Prepared  and  conducted  a  four  day  seminar  covering  program  planning 
to  representatives  of  various  European  Cancer  Organizations  at 
Ulm,  Germany. 

B.  Provided  consultation  on  systems  management  and  planning  to  the 
Association  of  American  Cancer  Institutes  (AACI) . 

C.  Provided  assistance  to  the  Division  of  Cancer  Research  Resources 
and  Centers  in  developing  a  presentation  of  grant  programming, 
selection  and  review  procedures. 
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D.  Provided  assistance  to  the  Division  of  Cancer  Biology  and  Diagnosis 
in  development  of  an  annual  program  review  schedule  and  contract 
selection  and  award  procedure. 

E.  Provided  assistance  to  the  Division  of  Cancer  Research  Resources 
and  Centers  in  developing  scientific  manpower  and  training 
requirements  for  the  NCP. 

F.  Provided  assistance  to  the  Division  of  Cancer  Research  Resources 
and  Centers  in  developing  facilities  and  construction  requirements 
for  the  NCP. 

G.  Developed  projections  of  NCI  staffing  requirements  to  support 
the  NCP. 

H.  Provided  assistance  to  the  Division  of  Cancer  Cause  and  Prevention 
in  the  preparation  of  a  long-range  plan  for  the  Frederick  Cancer 
Research  Center. 

Information  Systems 

A.  Management  Information  System  --  The  information  requirements  analysis 
and  conceptual  design  of  the  NCP-MIS  were  undertaken  during  this 
reporting  period  by  the  TRW,  Inc.  contracting  team.  The  plan  for 
developing  this  NCP-MIS  consists  of  two  phases.  The  first  phase 
concluded  during  this  reporting  period  included  an  information  system 
requirements  analysis,  a  concept  design  description,  and  a  system 
design  description  and  implementation  plan.  TTie  second  phase  to  be 
undertaken  during  the  next  reporting  period  will  include  detailed 
specifications,  actual  system  in^jlementation,  and  the  management 
controls  necessary  to  develop  and  integrate  software  programs  and 
manual  procedures. 

The  approach  taken  in  the  first  phase  activities  stressed  the  analysis 
of  information  requirements  through  organizational  interviews,  a 
study  of  organizational  responsibilities,  and  a  review  of  the  NCP 
management  information  needs  at  both  organizational  and  functional 
levels.  The  combination  of  infonnation  needs  and  flows  together 
with  management  responsibilities  provided  the  background  for  the 
NCP-MIS  conceptual  design. 

Following  the  information  requirements  analysis  and  concept  design, 
a  system  design  and  implementation  plan  was  developed,  liiis  included 
an  organizational  concept  encompassing:  "Categories"  as  the 
functionally  oriented  highest  level  MIS  structural  units;  "Modules" 
as  the  NCI  organizationally  oriented  subdivisions  of  MIS  categories; 
and  "Subsystems"  as  the  operationally  oriented  subdivisions  used  to 
actually  implement  the  NCP-MIS.  This  organizational  structure  offers 
the  flexibility  of  being  readily  filled  in  to  eventually  encompass 
the  information  handling  capability  required  of  the  NCP-MIS. 
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During  the  last  quarter  of  this  reporting  period,  initial  inplementa-    . 
tion  of  selected  subsystems  were  begun  to:  (1)  judge  the  transferability  ' 
of  information  requirements  to  operational  subsystems,  and  (2)  gain 
an  early  appreciation  of  the  impact  on  the  NCI  and  the  time  and 
effort  required  to  develop  and  implement  subsystems. 

During  this  period  implementation  was  started  on  four  subsystems: 
the  Drug/Disease  Subsystem  for  DCT;  the  Scientific  Indexing  Subsystem 
for  DCRRC;  the  DCT/CMS  Interface  Subsystem  for  DCT;  and  the  Operating 
Budgets  Subsystem  for  FMB.  ' 

The  OD-NCI  has  formed  an  MIS  Advisory  Committee  conposed  of  OD  staff, 
representatives  of  the  NCI  Divisions,  and  representatives  of  the  NIH 
and  the  EHEW.  This  Advisory  Group  has  also  chartered  three  subcommittees; 
the  Classification  Subcommittee,  the  Operations  Subcommittee,  and  the 
Data  Management  Subcommittee,  to  guide  the  continued  development  of 
the  NCP-MIS. 

B.  Scientific  and  Technical  Information  Services 

Most  activities  dealing  with  scientific  and  technical  information 
services  were  related  to  the  development  of  an  International  Cancer 
Research  Data  Bank  with  the  help  of  a  contractor.  Informatics, 
Incorporated.  Under  OADPPA  guidance.  Informatics  began  the  following 
activities: 

1.  Surveyed  the  information  needs  of  cancer  researchers  and 
collected  data  on  existing  cancer  information  resources 
(including  those  at  the  National  Cancer  Institute) ; 

2.  Gathered  data  for  a  series  of  directories  and  listings 
describing  cancer  research  projects  and  organizations;  and 

3.  Supported  activities  of  the  International  Registry  of  Tumor 
Immunotherapy . 

In  November  1973,  responsibility  for  the  International  Cancer  Research 
Data  Bank  (ICRDB)  and  the  Informatics  Contract  was  transferred  to 
the  Office  of  International  Affairs,  since  most  activities  of  that 
office  involve  exchange  of  information  between  countries.  Two  members 
of  OADPPA  staff  were  detailed  to  the  Office  of  International  Affairs 
in  order  to  provide  continuity  in  the  planning  and  development  of 
the  ICRDB.  The  contract  narrative  for  Informatics  and  a  more  complete 
description  of  the  ICRDB  activity  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Office 
of  International  Affairs. 

Mr.  Holt  and  members  of  his  staff  visited  a  number  of  cancer  research 
centers  throughout  the  United  States  to  discuss  the  information  needs 
of  cancer  scientists  and  clinicians  associated  with  those  centers. 
These  visits  also  were  directed  toward  establishing  regional  cancer 
information  centers.  Contracts  for  such  centers  in  the  Denver  and 
Seattle  regions  were  awarded  by  OADPPA  during  this  fiscal  year. 
Responsibility  for  these  contracts  has  now  been  transferred  to  the 
Office  of  Cancer  Communications.

Program  Activities  Report,  July  1,  1973-June  30,  1974 

Pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  Secretary,  DHEW,  this  Office,  formerly 
known  as  the  Public  Affairs  Office,  underwent  a  reorganization  effective 
November  25,  1973.  In  addition  to  the  change  of  name,  there  were  changes 
involving  the  removal  of  certain  functions  from  the  NCI  in  accordance  with 
NIH  guidelines  for  their  centralization  within  the  OD,  NIH.  These  func- 
tions included  initiation  of  public  news  media  activities  and  certain 
clearance  and  authorizing  responsibilities  for  publications  and  other 
documents . 

The  reorganized  office  consists  of  the  Immediate  Office  of  the  Associate 
Director  (Frank  Karel  III);  Program  Liaison  Branch  (Robert  G.  Schonfeld, 
Chief),  and  the  Education  and  Technical  Reports  Branch  (William  S.  Gray, 
Chief).  Under  the  last-named  entity  are  the  Research  and  Program  Reports 
Section,  and  the  Public  Inquiries  Section  (formerly  the  Information  and 
Education  Section). 

Staff  changes  during  the  year  included  the  return  of  Mrs.  Norma  Golumbic, 
former  Head,  Research  and  Program  Reports  Section.  Mrs,  Golumbic,  who  had 
been  in  the  Division  of  Nursing,  Bureau  of  Health  Resources  Development,  for 
several  years,  rejoined  OCC  as  a  Scientific  and  Technical  Information 
Specialist. 

Mrs.  Elaine  Freeman,  of  Johns  Hopkins  University,  joined  the  staff  as 
Head,  Cancer  Control  Communications  Unit,  Office  of  the  Associate  Director, 
and  Mr.  Roland  Wussow,  of  the  Mayo  Clinic,  was  appointed  Special  Assistant 
for  Institutional  Liaison. 

The  Office  has  begun  to  notify  public  relations  directors  at  recipient 
institutions  of  the  impending  award  of  major  grants  and  contracts  to  their 
institutions.  Working  with  their  Congressmen,  these  institutions  are  facili- 
tating effective  press  coverage  of  important  cancer  research  and  control 
topics  and  are  giving  NCI  credit  for  its  role. 

The  mailing  of  the  Director'^s  Special  Coimiunication  was  begun,  the  first 
issue  having  been  concerned  with  Litton-Bionetics'  recruitment  of  a  basic 
research  director  for  the  Frederick  Cancer  Research  Center.  The  computer 
program  that  drives  this  mail -addressing  operation  has  been  completed,  and 
the  Office  is  now  prepared  to  mail  rapidly  anything  that  should  be  sent  to 
all  or  virtually  any  part  of  the  National  Cancer  Program  constituency.  This 
includes  the  Board  and  Panel,  AACR  members,  deans  of  medical  and  other  pro- 
fessional schools,  chairmen  of  basic  science  departments  in  colleges  and 
universities,  and  NCI  grantees  and  contractors. 
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During  the  year  there  was  also  developed  an  effective  means  for  informa- 
tion storage  and  retrieval  within  the  OCC,  and  for  determining  precisely  what 
information  the  office  requires  to  function  each  year.  The  keystone  of  this 
new  capability  is  a  document  reference  system  designed,  developed  and  imple- 
mented by  OCC  staff  and  consultants  from  the  Mitre  Corporation. 

Public  and  Congressional  Inquiries 

Increased  visibility  of  the  NCI  and  the  NCP  has  resulted  in  an  accelera- 
tion of  activity  in  the  area  of  inquiries,  by  letter  and  telephone,  to  the 
Office  of  Cancer  Communications.  The  total  number  of  inquiries  from  the 
general  public  during  the  fiscal  year  was  16,000.  Although  the  subject 
matter  of  inquiries  followed  the  pattern  of  previous  years—carcinogenic 
substances,  proposed  cancer  cures,  appropriations  and  funding,  research 
grants  and  contracts,  and  cancer  incidence  and  mortality  figures--there  has 
been  a  noticeable  increase  of  requests  for  information  on  sources  of  optimum 
treatment  for  cancer  patients.  Several  outside  influences  were  responsible 
for  this  increase. 

For  example.  Good  Housekeeping  Magazine  published  two  brief  articles 
directing  readers  to  this  office  for  information  on  1)  the  location  of 
comprehensive  cancer  centers  strategically  situated  in  various  areas  of 
the  U.S.,  and  2)  breast  cancer  detection  and  therapy.  A  nationally  televised 
program  on  cancer  C'The  Killers")  specifically  directed  viewers  to  write  for 
information  about  sources  of  treatment  for  the  disease.  A  widely-circulated 
news  story  originating  at  the  American  Cancer  Society's  annual  Science 
Writers  Seminar  informed  the  public  that  information  on  sources  of  treatment 
for  cancer  was  available  from  this  office. 

In  addition  to  responding  to  telephone  and  letter  inquiries  as  noted 
above,  the  OCC  mailed  out  70,000  pieces  of  printed  information  on  various 
aspects  of  cancer.  The  bulk  of  these  were  in  the  form  of  packages  containing 
four  publications:  Report  of  the  Director,  NCP;  Report  of  the  National  Cancer 
Advisory  Board;  The  Strategic  Plan,  NCP;  and  Digest  of  Scientific  Recommenda- 
tions for  the  NCP.  However,  others  were  mailed  singly  in  response  to 
numerous  requests.  Some  5,000  varied  NCI  publications  also  were  sent  out 
in  response  to  requests  submitted  at  Institute  exhibit  booths  set  up  at 
different  scientific  meetings  around  the  country. 

Publications  and  Exhibits 

The  OCC-produced  pamphlet.  Cancer:  What  to  Know — What  to  Do  About  It, 
has  been  listed  in  Consumer  Information,  an  index  of  selected  Federal  publi- 
cations distributed  to  17,000,000  consumers.  Arrangements  also  were  made 
with  Shopper  Information  Centers  to  place  1.7  million  copies  of  Cancer:  What 
to  Know--What  to  Do  About  It  for  free  distribution  in  East  Coast  supermarkets 
over  a  12-month  period.  This  is  a  continuation  of  a  project  initiated  during 
the  previous  fiscal  year.  Furthermore,  the  Consumer  Product  Information 
Center,  GSA,  publisher  of  Consumer  Information,  has  asked  OCC  to  provide  a 
Spanish  translation  of  the  publication  to  be  included  in  the  Spanish  version 
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of  the  index,  Informacion  para  el  Consumidor.  distributed  to  750,000 
Spanish-speaking  consumers, 

OCC  also  updated  all  of  its  organ  site  pamphl'its,  as  yell  as  Science  and 
Cancer,  The  Cancer  Story,  and  produced  the  1973  NCI  Director'^^s  Report  to  the 
President  and  the  Congress. 

The  exhibit,  "Research  and  Related  Programs  of  the  NCI,*^  was  updated  and 
shown  at  meetings  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Medical  Society,  in  Washington 
and  at  FASEB,  in  Atlantic  City.  The  NCI  Publications  and  Journals  Exhibit 
also  was  updated  and  shown  at  meetings  of  the  American  Public  Health  Asso- 
ciation, in  San  Francisco,  and  the  Baltimore  City  Unit,  American  Cancer 
Society,  on  Cancer  Day. 

Press  Activities 

Because  of  the  reorganization  of  the  office,  certain  news  media  activi- 
ties have  been  discontinued.  For  example,  the  servicing  of  news  rooms  at 
major  cancer  meetings  no  longer  falls  within  the  responsibility  of  the  OCC. 
Several  meetings  did  receive  newsroom  coverage  by  Office  staff  before  the 
reorganization,  however,  including  the  Vlth  International  Symposium  on 
Comparative  Leukemia  Research,  at  Nagoya,  Japan;  The  National  Conference  on 
Virology  and  Imnunology  in  Human  Cancer,  at  New  York  City,  and  the  Symposium 
on  Combined  Modality  Therapy  of  Cancer,  at  Denver.  The  staff  handled  650 
inquiries  from  news  reporters,  and  issued  108  news  releases  and  press 
summaries. 

Subjects  of  OCC  dealingswith  the  news  media  were  widely  varied.  They 
included  NCI  appropriations  and  funding;  the  awards  of  many  important  grants 
and  contracts,  including  such  projects  as  the  renewal  of  the  Litton-Bionetics 
contract  to  operate  the  Frederick  Cancer  Research  Center;  the  agreement  to 
transfer  the  Baltimore  Cancer  Research  Center  to  the  University  of  Maryland 
Medical  School  in  Baltimore;  the  establishment  of  NCI-ACS  breast  cancer  de- 
tection centers;  the  establishment  of  a  variety  of  other  cancer  control 
projects;  awards  of  construction  grants;  announcements  of  the  establishment 
of  Comprehensive  Cancer  Centers;  several  staff  changes  and  appointments,  and 
the  announcement  of  a  great  many  scientific  findings  by  NCI  scientists  or 
NCI-supported  scientists. 

Also  included  were  stories  on  continued  cooperation  between  the  U.S.  and 
U.S.S.R.  on  cancer  research  and  control  matters,  and  the  publication  by  NCI 
of  the  first  compendium  of  statistics  on  cancer  mortality  in  the  U.S., 
county-by-county,  for  all  the  major  cancer  sites,  covering  the  years  1950-69. 
A  number  of  press  inquiries  concerned  specific  subjects  such  as  polyvinyl 
chloride,  the  Zinder  Report,  Laetrile,  and  asbestos. 

Radio  and  Television 

During  the  year  the  Institute  relied  heavily  on  cooperation  with  estab- 
lished radio  and  television  programs  to  deliver  information  about  cancer 
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progress  and  problems  to  the  public,  ranging  from  health  messages  to  expla-  ^ 
nations  of  research. 

Thus,  NCI  spokesmen  appeared  on  such  productions  as  the  "Mike  Wallace 
Show,"  Today  Show,"  the  CBS  Cronkite  Evening  News,  NBC^s  Chancellor  Nightly 
News,  ABC  Radio's  Update  segment,  and  BBC  radio.  "The  Mike  Douglas  Show" 
and  NBC's  "Special  Edition"  also  featured  extensive  interviews  with  NCI 
spokesmen. 

NCI  also  worked  closely  with  WNET'^s  Science  Program  Group  in  the  devel- 
opment of  the  90-minute  special,  '^The  Killers:  Cancer, "^  seen  nationwide  on 
the  Public  Broadcasting  System.  For  "Keeping  Well  with  Dr.  Tyson,"  a 
syndicated  commercial  television  program,  two  scripts  were  prepared,  one  on 
lung  cancer  and  one  on  cancer  of  the  colon  and  rectum. 

Local  stations  from  Houston  to  Baltimore  have  also  used  NCI's  Office  of 
Cancer  Communications  as  a  resource. 

To  alert  the  public,  particularly  the  smoking  public,  to  the  possibility 
of  less  hazardous  smoking  habits,  NCI,  in  cooperation  with  the  NIH  Informa- 
tion Office,  prepared  a  film  on  the  search  for  a  less  hazardous  cigarette. 
The  four-minute  version  of  this  film  has  appeared  on  more  than  25  local 
stations  around  the  country,  while  the  one-minute  version  was  utilized  by 
network  news  departments,  and  formed  the  basis  of  segments  on  the  "Today 
Show" and  "NBC  Nightly  News." 

A  newly-edited  ?8-minute  version  of  "Progress  Against  Cancer"  was 
released  by  NCI  for  use  by  local  television  stations  in  various  areas  of 
ths  U.S.  In  addition  to  prominent  cancer  scientists,  the  film  "stars" 
Danny  Thomas,  Mario  Thomas,  John  Wayne,  Dionne  Warwick  and  Anne  Baxter. 
Danny  Thomas  and  Gregory  Peck  appear  in  a  short  film,  "Research  to  Prevent 
Cancer,"  released  for  school  use.  Mario  Thomas  and  Danny  Thomas  are  seen 
in  a  short  NCI  patient  film,  "Progress  Against  Childhood  Leukemia." 

Other  Activities 

Approximately  25  speeches,  proclamations,  and  special  messages  of  con- 
gratulation to  individuals  or  organizations  were  drafted  for  use  by  the 
President;  members  of  Congress;  the  Secretary,  HEW,  and  the  Director, 
Deputy  and  Assistant  Directors  and  senior  staff  of  the  Institute. 

A  Fact  Sheet,  "The  NCI  Virus-Cancer  Program,"  was  prepared  and  distri- 
buted as  an  enclosure  with  public  inquiries,  and  to  other  interested 
persons.  The  sheet  details  the  historical  background  of  virus-cancer 
studies,  and  gives  the  state  of  the  art  in  current  cancer  virology  inves- 
tigations. 

A  report  was  prepared  for  the  signature  of  the  Director,  NCI,  for  in- 
clusion in  the  Annual  Review  published  by  U.S,  Medicine.  The  report 
described  progress  achieved  and  problems  encountered  by  the  National  Cancer 
Program  for  the  year. 
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The  Office  prepared  a  statement  setting  forth  the  NCI's  position  on  the 
controversial,  unproven  cancer  treatment,  Laetrile,  to  be  published  under  the 
name  of  the  Director,  Division  of  Cancer  Treatment. 

Educational  programs  to  combat  cancer  of  the  lung  through  a  reduction  in 
cigarette  smoking  were  initiated  through  a  service  agreement  between  NCI  and 
the  National  Clearinghouse  for  Smoking  and  Health.  The  Office  of  Cancer 
Communications  will  be  involved  in  these  activities. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT 
OFFICE  OF  THE  ASSOCIATE  DIRECTOR  FOR  CANCER  CONTROL 
NATIONAL  CANCER  INSTITUTE

Under  the  authority  of  the  National  Cancer  Act  of  1971,  the 
National  Cancer  Institute  established  the  Cancer  Control  Program  (CCP). 
The  purpose  of  the  CCP  is  to  identify,  field  test,  evaluate,  demonstrate 
and  promote  the  widespread  application  of  available  and  new  methods  for 
reducing  the  incidence,  morbidity  and  mortality  from  cancer.   CCP,  within 
NCI  and  the  National  Cancer  Program  has  responsibility  for  developing  and 
coordinating  all  cancer  control  activities,  federal,  state  and  local. 
The  strategy  of  the  CCP  is  defined  in  terms  of  the  three  major  interven- 
tion areas:   Prevention;  Detection,  Diagnosis  and  Pretreatment  Evaluation; 
and  Treatment,  Rehabilitation  and  Continuing  Care.   This  strategy  provides 
the  overall  broad  long-term  direction  of  the  cancer  control  effort. 

The  implementation  of  the  program  is  effected  through  a  number  of 
individual  operational  programs,  e.g..  Education  &  Training,  Prevention, 
Detection,  Diagnosis,  Treatment  and  Rehabilitation.   Education  and  Training 
activities  support  all  of  the  cancer  control  interventions  in  the  areas 
of  manpower  resource  development.   The  efforts  within  each  of  the  individual 
operational  programs  are  characterized  by  the  following  types  of  activities: 

Identification  of  new  knowledge,  techniques,  etc.,  which  may 
be  applicable  to  control  activities.   These  activities  will 
involve  close  monitoring  of  the  progress  of  research  efforts 
and  potential  results;  surveys  to  identify  proven,  practical 
knowledge  and  techniques ;  and  data  collection  to  compile 
available  information  directly  applicable  to  control  activities. 

Field  testing  of  potential  control  knowledge  and  techniques 
in  limited  community  field  trials  (Phase  IV  trials)  to  deter- 
mine their  potential  for  widespread  community  usage.   This 
effort  provides  an  orderly  transition  from  Phase  III  clinical 
research  trials  to  community  usage. 

Evaluation  of  potentially  useful  control  knowledge  and  tech- 
niques to  determine  their  effectiveness,  practicality, 
acceptability,  impact  on  the  disease  and  economic  or  cost- 
benefits  prior  to  embarking  on  costly  wide-scale  community 
demonstration  and  promotion  efforts. 

Demonstration  of  effective,  practical,  etc.,  control  knowledge 
and  techniques  in  large-scale  community  environments  which 
are  widespread  geographically  and  demographically  to  provide 
the  public  and  health  professionals  with  first-hand  knowledge 
of  the  utility  and  effectiveness  of  the  demonstrated  Knowledge 
and  techniques;  and  to  provide  the  basis  for  continued  commu- 
nity support  of  the  efforts.

Promotion  of  demonstrated  effective,  practical,  etc., 
knowledge  and  techniques  to  assure  rapid  widespread  utili- 
zation of  the  proven  control  knowledge  and  techniques  to 
all  areas  of  the  nation. 

During  the  program  development  process  of  the  CCP,  care  has  been 
exercised  to  minimize  fragmentation  and  to  develop  an  integrated  approach 
to  all  program  efforts  in  order  to  satisfy  objectives.   The  CCP,  with  all 
operational  programs  intricately  linked  together  by  intervention  areas, 
is  in  the  process  of  integrating  and  coordinating  local,  state,  regional 
and  national  cancer  control  efforts  with  other  elements  of  the  health  care 
system.   Heavy  emphasis  has  been  placed  by  the  CCP  on  the  involvement  of 
the  practicing  physician  and  other  health  professionals  working  through 
medical  and  dental  societies,  hospitals,  state  health  departments  and 
volunteer  organizations.   The  CCP  has  attempted  to  identify  and  dissemi- 
nate to  health  professionals  and  the  public  the  best  available  knowledge 
and  techniques  of  cancer  control  in  order  to  assure  the  most  effective 
use  of  available  resources. 

In  FY  74,  the  CCP  placed  emphasis  on  the  intervention  area  of  detec- 
tion.  The  effort  exemplified  in  breast  cancer  screening  also  reflects 
the  interest  CCP  has  in  developing  and  maintaining  close  communication 
and  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Cancer  Biology  and  Diagnosis,  and 
with  the  other  Research  Divisions  of  NCI,  e.g. ,  the  twenty-seven  Breast 
Cancer  Detection  Units  that  are  jointly  supported  by  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  and  the  American  Cancer  Society.   Efforts  such  as  these  support 
the  CCP  objective  of  integrating  research  efforts  and  practical  control 
mechanisms  in  the  interest  of  cancer  control.   Furthermore,  in  the  area 
of  integration  of  activities,  CCP  is  heavily  involved  in  developing  cer- 
vical cancer  screening  efforts  in  cooperation  with  various  State  Health 
Departments  and  Trust  Territories. 

Program  activity  in  the  intervention  areas  of  diagnosis,  treatment, 
and  rehabilitation  has  also  made  substantial  progress  in  FY  1974.   Acti- 
vities such  as  the  development  of  networks  of  community  hospitals  linked 
to  a  major  cancer  hospital  for  the  demonstration  of  modern  methods  of 
diagnosis,  treatment  and  rehabilitation  of  patients  with  Acute  Leukemia 
of  Childhood,  Hodgkin's  Disease,  non-Hodgkin ' s  lymphoma.  Head  and  Neck 
Cancer  and  Breast  Cancer,  funding  of  regional  radiologic  physics  centers, 
and  the  promotion  of  integrated  cancer  rehabilitation  services  indicate 
the  breadth  and  scope  of  cancer  control  efforts. 

Activities  in  the  intervention  area  of  prevention  have  included 
intensive  educational  efforts  directed  at  health  professionals  and  selected 
high-risk  populations.   Much  of  the  prevention  activity  has  focused  on 
educational  and  motivational  activities.   Close  scrutiny  is  being  placed 
on  research  efforts  to  develop  preventive  techniques,  in  order  that,  once 
they  are  developed,  rapid  dissemination  to  the  health  care  community  and 
the  public  can  be  effected. 
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In  FY  1974,  the  CCP,  previously  an  entirely  contract  supported 
program,  was  authorized  the  use  of  grants  to  fund  projects.   Thus,  the 
CCP  became  the  only  program  in  the  NCI  to  have  both  funding  mechanisms, 
grants  and  contracts,  at  its  disposal  for  the  support  of  individual 
projects.   CCP  grants  received  classic  NIH  peer  review  for  technical  merit 
on  the  same  basis  as  any  research  grant.   The  responsibility  for  review 
of  CCP  grants  rests  in  the  Division  Cancer  Research  Resources  and  Centers 
while  total  programmatic  responsibility  is  in  the  CCP.   The  first  CCP 
grants  were  presented  and  accepted  by  the  March,  1973,  meeting  of  the 
National  Cancer  Advisory  Board.   Though  the  grant  referral  guidelines 
were  limited  during  the  initiation  of  the  CCP  grant  program,  it  is  anti- 
cipated that  these  guidelines  will  be  expanded  to  develop  a  more  balanced 
program  between  grants  and  contracts. 

CCP  has  organized  three  standing  technical  review  committees ^ 
Prevention  and  Detection,  Education  and  Training,  and  Treatment  and  Reha- 
bilitation for  contract  review.   The  membership  of  these  committees  is 
largely  from  the  outside  scientific  community  (less  than  25%  membership 
from  NCI),  have  non-NCI  chairmen,  and  project  officers  act  as  non-voting 
participants  in  committee  activities.   Through  this  organization,  CCP 
contracts  are  receiving  peer  review  from  non-NCI  experts. 

During  FY  1974,  several  important  planning  steps  were  taken  by  CCP. 
In  September,  1973,  a  planning  conference  was  held  in  Columbia,  Maryland 
for  Prevention,  Detection,  Diagnosis,  and  Treatment.   The  conference  was 
attended  by  125  individuals  expert  in  cancer  control.   Plans  emerging 
from  the  Columbia  conference,  the  Rehabilitation  Conference  in  1972,  and 
the  meetings  held  in  Virginia  and  California  in  1974  are  the  basis  for 
the  development  of  the  control  components  of  the  National  Cancer  Plan. 
Control  objectives  have  been  separated  from  research  thrusts  and  represent 
significant  direction  for  the  National  Cancer  Program. 

The  Director,  NCI,  NCP  in  February,  1974  directed  that  the  CCP  be  made 
the  fifth  Division  of  the  NCI,  the  Division  of  Cancer  Control  and  Rehabil- 
itation. With  this  organizational  decision,  the  full  responsibility  for 
all  cancer  control  activities,  as  well  as  rehabilitation  research  now 
resides  in  the  Cancer  Control  Division.   The  reorganization  to  divisional 
status  is  in  progress  and  should  be  fully  implemented  early  in  FY  1975. 

Emphasis  in  the  coming  months  will  be  in  community  resource  develop- 
ment.  These  programs  will  require  total  integration  of  many  community 
elements  involved  in  cancer  control  such  as  the  American  Cancer  Society, 
Regional  Medical  Programs,  medical  societies,  state  and  local  health 
departments,  cancer  centers,  medical  schools  and  most  importantly,  the 
public  and  community  health  professionals.   Total  cancer  control  inter- 
ventions will  be  introduced  into  selected  geographic  areas  to  "saturate" 
the  community.   Any  community  involved  in  these  saturation  programs  must 
have  an  established  data  base  of  the  type  organized  by  the  Survey,  Epide- 
miology, and  End  Results  (SEER)  program  to  be  used  for  measurement  of 
effect.   It  is  anticipated  that  these  community  saturation  programs  will 
show  impact  of  cancer  control  and  will  act  as  models  for  adoption  of 
control  methods  on  a  broad  national  scale. 
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The  CCP  expanded  its  work  in  interagency  liaison  and  coordination 
in  FY  1974,  e.g.,  cooperation  with  the  National  Clearinghouse  for  Smoking 
and  Health  of  the  Center  for  Disease  Control,  and  with  the  Association  of 
State  and  Territorial  Health  Officers  to  develop  strong  and  effective 
interagency  cancer  control  activities.   Other  areas  of  interagency  liaison 
are  reviewed  in  the  individual  summaries  of  the  operational  pr^jrams.   In 
the  interest  of  achieving  a  better  coordinated  focus  on  cancer  control, 
CCP  initiated  a  survey  of  the  major  programs  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  (DHEW) .   CCP  identified  more  than  fifty  DHEW  offices 
and  program  components  which  would  have  direct  and  official  interest  in 
CCP's  policies,  prograimning  and  planning;  and/or  whose  missions  and  func- 
tions offer  varied  opportunities  for  different  types  of  cancer  control  work. 

In  summary,  rapid  growth  has  taken  place  in  the  CCP  during  FY  1974 
with  program  activities  at  a  level  of  $34  million  (as  compared  to  $5  million 
in  FY  1973).   The  program  has  initiated  many  projects,  is  reorganizing  to 
divisional  status,  assumed  two  funding  mechanisms  (grants  and  contracts), 
has  taken  on  new  responsibilities  (rehabilitation  research)  and  plans  new 
programs  to  measure  the  true  impact  of  cancer  control  activities  in  com- 
munity settings  (the  saturation  program) . 
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PREVENTION  BRANCH 
Cancer  Control  Program 

The  objective  of  the  Prevention  Branch  (PB)  is  to  asdure  uhat  practical 
and  effective  methods  and  techniques  of  cancer  prevention  are  available  to 
and  utilized  by  the  public  and  health  professionals. 

Prevention  activities  are  underway  to  disseminate  information  about 
environmental  factors  relating  to  the  causation  of  human  cancers.   Emphasis 
is  being  placed  on  the  determination  of  new  methods  for  informing  the  public 
and  health  professionals  relative  to  the  nature  of  cancer  and  existing 
opportunities  for  prevention.   Specifically,  activities  center  about  efforts 
to  identify  and  eliminate  carcinogenic  hazards  from  the  environment. 

Presently,  evidence  indicates  that  many  of  the  environmental  agents 
responsible  for  the  occurrence  of  cancer  can  be  eliminated  entirely,  greatly 
reduced  in  quantity  or  altered  in  such  a  fashion  that  the  carcinogenic 
influence  is  diminished.   Asbestos  exposure  is  known  to  be  related  to  the 
development  of  certain  cancers,  e.g.,  myelomas,  mesotheliomas,  lung  cancer 
and  certain  gastrointestinal  cancers.   PB  in  cooperation  with  other  federal, 
state  and  local  programs  is  developing  an  asbestos  workers  project  in 
Tyler,  Texas.   The  program  is  designed  for  early  detection  of  lung  cancer  in 
the  asbestos  worker  population,  combined  with  an  effective  treatment 
intervention  effort  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  these  intervention 
efforts  in  terms  of  reduced  mortality. 

The  PB  has  undertaken  to  survey  existing  and  proposed  cancer  and  cancer 
related  legislation  in  order  to  establish  a  baseline  of  information  on 
legislative  attempts  at  all  levels  of  government  to  regulate  and  control  the 
introduction  of  carcinogens  into  the  environment.   PB  is  also  working 
closely  with  the  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Administration  of  the 
Department  of  Labor  to  develop  appropriate  training  programs  for  mid-level 
management  people  in  industry,  i.e.,  programs  designed  to  deliver  the 
latest  information  on  cancer  prevention  to  the  industry  and  the  industrial 
worker  with  close  contact  to  carcinogens.   A  training  model  to  be  used  to 
deliver  the  latest  specific  information  on  each  potential  industrial 
carcinogen  found  in  industry  to  the  necessary  populations  should  be  developed 
by  the  fall  of  1974. 

Other  programs  are  designed  to  educate  industrial  management  to  the 
dangers  high  risk  occupational  groups  face  regarding  industrial  carcinogens. 
The  PB  and  the  Field  Studies  and  Statistics  Branch  of  the  Division  of  Cancer 
Cause  and  Prevention,  NCI  are  co-sponsoring  a  workshop  to  be  held  this  winter 
to  update  the  information  on  high  risk  occupational  groups  and  determine  the 
implications  for  cancer  control.   The  resulting  comprehensive,  yet  concise 
monograph  entitled  "Persons  at  High  Risk  of  Cancer:   Implications  to  Cancer 
Control"  will  summarize  the  state  of  current  knowledge  of  high  risk  popula- 
tions and  their  significance  to  cancer  control  activities. 
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The  PB  in  cooperation  with  the  American  Cancer  Society  will  support  the 
Third  World  Conference  on  Smoking  and  Health.   This  will  be  a  working  con- 
ference for  recognized  experts  in  the  field  of  anti-smoking  education  to 
present  the  latest  information,  evaluate  it  and  formulate  new  vigorous  pro- 
grams for  the  future.   In  cooperation  with  the  National  Clearinghouse  for 
Smoking  and  Health,  PB  will  promote,  conduct  and  evaluate  smoking  education 
programs  in  public  schools,  communities  and  counties.   Anti-smoking  education 
programs  designed  for  hospital-based  health  professionals  will  also  be 
developed  and  evaluated  for  effectiveness. 

A  cervical  cytology  demonstration  program  in  42,000  Southwestern 
American  Indian  women  has  been  instituted  to  detect  precancerous  lesions 
and  early  cervical  cancer.   An  education  program,  covering  various  aspects 
of  a  parson's  health  with  special  emphasis  on  cervical-uterine  cancer  is 
being  delivered  to  all  three  groups  of  women  and  as  many  family  members  as 
possible.   The  project  includes  a  group  of  Spanish  Americans  and  another 
group  of  non-Spanish  Caucasian  women.   The  latter  two  groups  account  for 
about  10,000  patients  per  year.

DETECTION  BRANCH 
Cancer  Control  Program 


The  objective  of  the  Detection  Branch  (DB)  Is  to  assure  i-liat  practical 
and  effective  cancer  screening  and  detection  methods  and  techniques  are 
available  to  and  utilized  by  populations  at  risk. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Cancer  Biology  and  Diagnosis,  and 
the  American  Cancer  Society,  the  DB  is  supporting  breast  cancer  detection 
programs  designed  to  evaluate  the  efficacy  of  patient  history,  clinical 
exams,  thermography,  radiography,  and  xerography  as  early  detection  methods. 
The  description  of  these  contracts  will  be  found  in  the  review  of  the 
Diagnosis  Branch,  Division  of  Cancer  Biology  and  DlagnoslSo   In  conjunction 
with  this  program  the  DB  is  also  Involved  with  the  American  College  of 
Radiology  to  update  the  quality  of  a  teaching  file  on  mammography,  thermo- 
graphy, and  xerography  that  will  be  used  to  support  health  providers  in 
breast  cancer  detection.   In  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Cancer  Cause 
and  Prevention  and  the  Division  of  Cancer  Biology  and  Diagnosis,  DB  is 
involved  in  conducting  controlled  studies  to  evaluate  the  efficacy  of  thermo- 
graphy in  mass  screening  for  breast  cancer.   The  description  of  these  con- 
tracts will  be  found  in  the  review  of  the  Diagnosis  Branch,  Division  of 
Cancer  Biology  and  Diagnosis. 

In  association  with  the  Division  of  Cancer  Biology  and  Diagnosis,  the 
DB  is  supporting  a  program  to  detect  and  localize  lung  cancer  by  sputum 
examination  before  it  can  be  seen  on  conventional  X-ray  studies;  and  to 
determine  the  effect  of  early  treatment  of  small  lung  tumors  on  the  survival 
rate  of  the  patients. 

The  DB  in  cooperation  with  State  and  Territorial  Health  Departments  is 
presently  involved  in  expanding  the  use  of  cervical  cancer  screening  programs 
in  selected  states  and  territories.   Furthermore,  the  DB  is  involved  in 
efforts  to  assess  and  evaluate  the  frequency  of  screening  necessary  to 
exercise  control  for  cervical  cancer.

Proper  diagnosis  and  treatment  to  the  full  extent  of  present  knowledge 
is  an  essential  requirement  for  cancer  control.   The  Treatment  Branch  (TB) 
of  the  CCP  is  responsible  for  the  development  and  imple;^eut<i^ion  of  projects 
to  ensure  that  current  knowledge  and  techniques  emerging  from  research  in 
the  areas  of  cancer  treatment  and  diagnosis  are  identified,  field  tested, 
evaluated,  demonstrated  and  promoted  in  order  to  benefit  not  only  those 
persons  suffering  from  cancer  but  health  professionals  caring  for  such 
patients. 

In  FY  1974  the  Treatment  Branch  supported  program  activities  to  demon- 
strate the  most  recently  developed  methods  of  treatment,  e.g. ,  chemotherapy 
and  radiation  therapy  for  acute  childhood  leukemia,  Hodgkin's  disease  and 
non-Hodgkin' s  Lymphoma.   These  activities  function  through  networks  of 
community  hospitals  relating  to  a  single  primary  institution.   In  addition 
to  therapeutic  measures  the  activities  are  to  demonstrate  proper  diagnosis 
(pathologic  and  radiologic,  etc.),  and  proper  pretreatment  evaluation 
(extent  of  disease,  surgical  staging,  etc.). 

The  Treatment  Branch  not  only  utilized  the  contract  mechanism  for 
funding  program  activities,  but  within  CCP,  had  sole  responsibility  for 
funding  via  the  grant  mechanism.   The  TB  in  cooperation  with  nine  Compre- 
hensive Cancer  Centers  is  funding  grants  for  the  development  (planning)  of 
community  outreach  programs.   Specifically,  the  grants  will  support  plan- 
ning activities  in  the  areas  of  prevention,  detection,  diagnosis, 
pretreatment  evaluation,  treatment,  rehabilitation  and  continuing  care. 
Another  project  funded  via  the  grant  mechanism  involves  community  physicians 
trained  in  clinical  oncology  to  field  test  (Phase  IV  trial)  selected  treat- 
ment protocols  emerging  from  the  "Phase  III"  trials  of  clinical  cooperative 
groups.   The  Treatment  Branch  is  also  supporting  via  the  grant  mechanism  in 
cooperation  with  the  American  College  of  Radiology  the  Patterns  of  Care 
study,  to  assess  current  radiation  therapy  practices  in  the  U.S.;  develop 
decision  trees  for  the  best  known  treatment  in  selected  malignancies; 
assess  current  and  required  radiation  therapy  manpower  and  facilities. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Survey,  Epidemiology  and  End  Results  (SEER) 
program  of  the  Division  of  Cancer  Cause  and  Prevention,  the  Treatment  Branch 
is  undertaking  a  study  of  prototype  cancer  diseases.   Current  practices  for 
diagnosis  and  treatment  during  a  specified  period  of  time  will  be  analyzed 
in  geographic  areas  covered  by  the  SEER  program. 

In  FY  74,  the  Treatment  Branch  initiated  contract  support  to  develop 
a  network  of  community  hospitals  for  the  diagnosis,  treatment  and  rehabi- 
litation of  breast  and  head  and  neck  cancer.   The  Treatment  Branch  has  also 
developed  contract  support  for  six  Radiologic  Physics  Centers  as  a  resource 
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for  all  diagnostic  and  treatment  projects  involving  therapeutic  and     '( 
diagnostic  radiology.   The  centers  will  monitor  dosimetry,  treatment  plan- 
ning, etc.,  for  all  CCP  projects.  A  committee  through  the  Clinical 
Association  of  Physicists  in  Medicine  will  coordinate  these  activities. 

The  Treatment  Branch  is  presently  supporting  an  effort  to  evaluate 
the  effects  of  exposure  in  utero  to  diethylstilbestrol  on  men  and  women.

Rehabilitation  should  be  initiated  follow- 
ing definitive  diagnosis,  coordinated  with  the  primary  treatment  planned  and 
logically  continued  through  and  beyond  the  treatment  period. 

Rehabilitation  Branch  (RB)  seeks  to  assure  that  optimal  rehabilitation 
methods  and  techniques  are  available  to  and  utilized  by  cancer  patients.   RB 
attempts  to  ensure  that  there  is  a  national  capacity  to  provide  rehabilitation 
to  all  cancer  patients  in  order  that  they  might  be  restored  to  as  nearly  a 
normal  state  as  possible.

The  concepts  of  continuing  professional  and  public  education  are  of  great 
interest  to  RB.   Among  other  education  and  training  activity,  work  is  underway 
to  develop  advanced  training  curricula  for  physical/occupational  therapists, 
and  for  providing  training  programs  for  maxillofacial  prosthodontists  and 
laboratory  technicians  in  specialized  techniques  and  methods  in  the  functional 
rehabilitation  of  cancer  patients.   The  RB  is  presently  involved  in  the 
development  of  a  model  patient  rehabilitation  service  system  that  will  provide 
the  medical,  psychological  and  social  support  required  to  return  the  cancer 
patient  to  a  normal  and  productive  life.

EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING  BRANCH 
Cancer  Control  Program 

Since  the  late  1930' s  the  National  Cancer  Institute  has  been  Involved 
in  the  development  of  diverse  educational  and  training  activities  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  manpower  and  expertise  needed  to  conduct  research  and 
advance  the  caliber  of  education  in  cancer  related  areas,  e.g..  Clinical 
Cancer  Training,  Graduate  Research  Training,  Professional  Education 
Activites,  etc.   The  prompt  and  effective  application  of  cancer  control 
methods  will  require  not  only  the  continuing  maintenance  of  competence  and 
skills  on  the  part  of  existing  health  manpower,  but  will  call  for  expanded 
numbers  of  some  health  professions  in  which  shortages  presently  exist 
(enterostomal  therapists,  maxillofacial  prosthodontists,  etc.),  and  for 
greater  use  of  other  health  professional  manpower  for  selected  cancer  con- 
trol activities.   In  addition,  greater  understanding  of  the  attitudes  and 
motivations  of  health  professionals  toward  dealing  with  cancer  is  needed 
in  order  to  increase  the  scope  of  effectiveness  of  their  services. 

Education  and  Training  Branch  (E&TB)  has  promoted  undergraduate 
education  in  cancer  control  through  the  development  of  more  effective 
educational  materials,  strengthened  curricula  in  cancer  training  programs, 
and  through  the  updating  of  standard  teaching  texts.   E&TB  is  preparing 
for  publication  a  new  and  improved  edition  of  a  cytotechnology  manual  that 
will  be  used  as  a  reference  text  in  cytotechnology  schools  and  laboratories. 
Further  activity  in  this  area  includes  the  preparation  of  a  catalog  listing 
written  and  audiovisual  educational  materials  in  the  field  of  cancer  for 
nurses  and  cytotechnologists ,  and  the  development  of  curricula  guidelines 
for  use  in  institutions  training  health  professionals  in  medicine,  den- 
tistry, nursing  and  medical  social  work.   Graduate  training  of  health 
professionals  is  being  developed  through  the  establishment  of  new  training 
centers  for  enterostomal  therapists.   The  E&TB  is  involved  in  the  imple- 
mentation, within  recognized  cancer  centers,  medical  centers  with  a  known 
interest  in  cancer,  and  in  community  hospitals,  of  oncology  training  centers 
for  nurses  at  various  professional  levels.   The  training  will  provide  for 
nurses  to  become  familiar  with  a  variety  of  specialized  techniques  and 
practices  used  in  the  care  of  patients  with  cancer. 

The  concepts  of  continuing  professional  and  public  education  are  of 
great  interest  to  the  E&TB.  Presently,  work  is  underway  to  develop  a  pro- 
gram whereby  state  and  local  medical  societies  will  assess  cancer  related 
continuing  education  activities  within  their  jurisdiction  over  a  period 
of  time,  and  then  plan,  implement,  and  evaluate  new  cancer  education  pro- 
grams resulting  from  analysis  of  the  assessment.   The  E&TB  is  also 
evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  a  toll-free  telephone  service  providing 
diagnostic  and  therapeutic  information  to  physicians  on  a  call-in  basis. 
The  evaluation  will  be  made  on  the  system's  instructional  value  and 
relationship  to  improved  patient  care.   A  conference  on  Cancer  Public 
Education  was  held  in  August,  1973,  and  the  proceedings  were  published  in 
Health  Education  Monographs  No.  36,  1973.   The  1973  Conference  on  Cancer 
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Public  Education  resulted  in  continuing  cancer  communications  with  a  cadre 
of  behavioral  and  social  scientists  who  will  participate  in  a  series  of 
small  conferences  scheduled  to  take  place  in  the  latter  part  of  1974.   The 
E&TB  is  developing  programs  directed  toward  the  assessment  of  current 
methodology  for  reaching  and  motivating  selected  segments  of  the  public 
with  health  messages  concerning  caacer.   E&TB  efforts  include  an  evalua- 
tion of  existing  cancer  public  education  and  information  programs  and  the 
development  of  more  effective  ways  to  communicate  cancer  information  to 
special  populations. 

E&TB  has  established  effective  liaison  with  the  Office  of  Cancer 
Communications,  NCI,  and  as  a  result  is  able  to  ensure  coordinated  effort 
and  reduce  the  opportunity  for  duplication  in  the  area  of  public  cancer 
education.
